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REPORT OF THE LITCHFIELD FLOOD RELIEF 
RED CROSS STATION 


The morning of March 19, 1936 was preceded by two days 
of heavy, warm rain with about 21% feet of snow on the 
ground, accordingly the Merrimack River began to rise and 
over-flow its banks. At about 5:30 A.M. the first call for 
help was from Mr. Isaac N. Center for assistance in secur- 
ing the camp of Mr. and Mrs. Chester Repman, which was 
situated about opposite the church, west of the old horse 
sheds. We found about a foot of water in the camp with the 
River rising about a foot an hour. 


The next person to call for assistance was Mr. Walter 
Crowell whose poultry and livestock were in danger of being 
flooded, and it was necessary to move them at once. At about 
7:30 in the morning the highway near the Griffin Home- 
stead was flooded and impassable. The people remained in 
their houses until toward noon, when the water crossed the 
highway near Elva McQuestens, south of Clinton Leach’s 
home, and south of Fred McQuestens. During the noon hour 
many of the residents became alarmed and began to think of 
evacuating their homes, and about 2 P.M. a telephone call 
came ordering everyone out of the Merrimack Valley, word 
was passed along to the various houses. Mr. and Mrs, C. W. 
Haight and three children were the first to leave home just 
before one o’clock in the afternoon. The people throughout 
the town were forced from their homes at various hours 
throughout the afternoon and the next day. Some took 
refuge at the north end of the town, others to the south and 
many in the area near Derry Road took refuge in the woods. 

That night many stayed in an open camp opposite Hillcrest 
Jemetery, with a huge bon fire, while others sought shelter 
in the Johnson Place formerly owned by Lorenzo Hardy. 
During the night of the 19th boats were secured from Derry. 
The entire section of Mr. John A. Wilson’s residence to a 
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point southerly of the residence of Mr. Freeling T. Parker’s 
residence was all under water, or cellars full except the resi- 
dence of Mrs. Elva McQuesten. 


With the boats the people entrapped were removed to safe- 
ty Friday morning, Mr. Joseph L. Knight was the last per- 
son to leave his home. Many cattle and livestock were herded 
in the woods and neighboring places during the night and 
later moved to shelter in Londonderry and to other farms. 
Three were drowned. 


The Flood reached its peak Friday at 2:00 P.M., March 
20, 1936. 


On Friday morning the Manchester Chapter of the Red 
Cross headed by Marguerita, Lucy, and Maurice Broderick 
set up a Red Cross Station in the Lavantis home formerly the 
Perley Kendall place in Londonderry. 


Other refugees were sheltered at the homes of Harmon 
Leach, Sterling Colby, Mrs. Rebecca Blodgett, Mr. J. T. Col- 
by, Mr. Frank Corning, Mr. Charles W. Leach, Mr. J. A.

On Sunday the Red Cross Camp was transferred to the 
Grange Hall and there made the headquarters during the 
period of evacuation for thirty-nine victims, where 75 meals 
were served to 2,586 people. From here the food and sup- 
plies were distributed to the other Refugees until April 22 
when the camp was closed. 

The goods brought by the Red Cross were 65 cots, 100 
blankets and food supphes as follows: 

456 qts. of milk, 414 cords of wood, 500 loaves of bread, 
11534 lbs. of butter, 140 dozen eggs, 6 boxes and 20 lbs, of 
apples, 6 crates and 114 dozen of oranges, 19 lbs. of lard, 21 
pkgs. of macaroni, 2 cases of chloride lime, 166 9/16 lbs. of 
beef, 80 lbs. of veal, 90 lbs. of lamb, 15 lbs. of salt pork, two 
boxes and 34 lbs. of bacon, 10 lbs. of ham, 635 lbs. of potatoes, 
25 Ibs. of prunes, 2 sacks of onions, 136 pkgs. and cakes of 
soap, 126 lbs, of sugar, 5 lbs. of tea, 24% bu. and 136 lbs. of 
vegetables, 15 lbs. cheese, 5 Ibs. cocoa, 29 lbs. crackers, 1 gal. 
of molasses, 2 bags of flour, 1 gal. vinegar, canned goods as 
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follows: 30 of pineapple, 34 of salmon, 1 of sourkraut, 23 of 
soup, 2 of spaghetti, 3 of spinach, 4 squash, 30 of string 
beans, 8 of tomatoes, 42 of tomato juice, 3 cases and 30 cans 
of baked beans, 3 cases and 8 cans of beef, 2 cases and 30 cans 
of beef stew, 1 of grape fruit juice, 2 of cod fish cakes, 48 of 
corn, 9 of condensed milk, 2 cans of mixed vegetables, 6 cans 
of peaches, 61 cans of peas, 5 cases of large size cod liver oil. 
224 lbs. of salt, 75 miscellaneous cans and pkgs. and other 
provisions to the cost of $18.00. 


Besides the donations of 12 qts. of blueberries by C. B. 
Campbell, 3 quarts of piccalilli by Mrs. Carrie Colby, 7 pies 
by Mrs. J. A. and G. W. Colby, 7 pies by Mrs. J. A. Reid, 
Mrs. Ralph Lynch and Mrs, Walter Bishop, 6 gingerbreads 
by Mrs. Fred W. Barlow, 80 cup cakes by Mrs. Elizabeth 
Morrill, puddings from Mrs. Barlow, Miss Shepherd, Mrs. 
reorge Hill, 6 doz. doughnuts by Mrs. Frank Corning, and 1 
cord of hard sawed wood, by Mr. and Mrs. Howard Copp. 
We are very grateful to Mr. Andrew McKean for the truck 
he so generously placed at the services of the Red Cross Sta- 
tion. There were 29 quilts left with me April 23, 1936 for 
distribution among the needy and with the assistance of Mr. 
Frank Corning, Overseer of the Poor, they were disposed of. 


After a day or two in the station, it was suggested that if 
there could be some one to get the noon and evening meals, 
it would enable the ladies to spend the full day at their homes 
and thus effect a quicker rehabilitation. We sent out a call 
to the ladies of the Town, outside the flooded area. A very 
satisfactory and efficient response was made. 120614 hours 
of labor were most cheerfully given by our sisters. We ex- 
tend our sincere thanks and appreciation for your fine work. 

During the first week we learned that many pieces of furni- 
ture were placed out of doors, and that many of the houses 
were unable to close the doors once opened, and after one at- 
tempt of pilfering, and with the approval of the Selectmen 
it was decided to establish police protection for the property 
and consequently on the 28th of March a Police System was 
created for the next nine days. The credit for no losses can 
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be given to the officers, and, for their cooperative assistance 
and efficient work for which I am very grateful. The system 
was made up of the Three Police Officers of the town, the 
constable, and five special police under the able and efficient 
leadership of Chief Charles B. Campbell. 


We are very grateful to the Red Cross for the help and care 
for the refugees. A Red Cross Nurse was with us the first 
three weeks. The Health Department of the State of New 
Hampshire gave innoculations against typhoid to 112 peo- 
ple. We appreciate the interest of all the branches of the 
American Red Cross, the National President Rear Admiral 
Grayson; our State Secretary Miss Myrtle Flanders and the 
Manchester Officers Major Devine and Mrs. Gould who ex- 
hibited excellent spirits of assistance and cooperation. After 
the inspection by Admiral Grayson it was reported to me 
from him that we had the “Best organized and most efficient 
Red Cross Camp in the East. | 

Other officials of the Red Cross who visited this station 
were Mr. R. C. Branion of Washington, D. C., Miss Frances 
Morris, National Red Cross field worker, Mr. Louis P. Elkins, 
Concord, N. H., Mr. Walter Davidson, assistant manager, 
Eastern area American Red Cross of Washington, D. C., Mr. 
W. Wesselein, Regional Director of Boston, Mr. F. A. 
Sweeney, Division Director of Washington, D. C., and Mr. 
Hugh Pendleton, National Treasurer of Washington, D. C. 

We took an inventory of the losses of the town and it was 
found the personal loss was $54,748.61, and the sand damage 
was estimated at $23,437.50 this made a total of $78,186.11. 
This figure was returned June 8, 1936 and since then there 
haye been many additional losses reported. In figuring and 
estimating the damage the area was actually travelled over 
and measurements actually taken. The depth of sand on the 
flooded area was from 3 inches to 38 inches over about 350 
acres. There was a larger area that was covered with three 
inches and less with sand to which we paid no attention. An 
interesting fact concerning the water soaked ground was the 
continued reports it was hard to till, and some areas have 
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been rendered useless, and at one place about six acres were 
washed away to a depth of four feet. 


With the assistance of a Federal Engineer it was estimated 
that about 3,620 acres were under water in Litchfield. The 
water in 35 homes varied from six inches below the ground 
floors to 90 inches in the home of George Doyle, and barns 
were flooded to a greater depth. In the public buildings that 
Town Hall 57 inches, church 37 inches, Library 9 inches 
and the School House 8 inches below the first floor. There 
were 21 buildings of various types floated away or moved 
from their original locations, but one pleasing and gratifying 
fact was that only one family left town.

REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD 





To the citizens of Intchfield, Greeting : 

Our report is featured by unusual events and sorrow. 
Shortly after our last meeting the waters of our western 
border went on a rampage, filling cellars, homes and covered 
much of our township. 


The schoolhouse basement and contents were thoroughly 
soaked, damaging the heating plant, water system, supply 
closet, dish cupboard, magazines, games and other materials 
kept down stairs. In order to prevent pestilence it was 
necessary to discard all materials that were for use in the 
schoolroom, renew the shelving in the cupboards, recover the 
steam pipes, clean the well, clean the walls and floor of the 
basement and paint or oil all wood work that our scholars 
might come in contact with. The damage to grounds and 
exterior were repaired with W. P. A. assistance. The school 
was closed from March 18 to April 18, 1936. We have been 
burned and flooded out, what next? 


When school reopened Miss Mary E. Connor was our 
teacher in the primary room as Miss Currier resigned during 
the vacation. We compliment Mrs. Blodgett and Miss Con- 
nor for their faithful and successful work as teachers, also 
Mrs. Haight on her work as lunch supervisor. 

We call your attention to the excellent work of Miss Cronin, 
the school nurse, especially her ability to enter our boys and 
girls in the clinic, that defects and other imperfections may 
receive the best care and attention. We much appreciate the 
aid and work of Supt. Fred W. Hall during the year, and 
especially during the flood days of 1936. 


We heartily thank Mr. and Mrs, Freeling T. Parker for 
the many favors granted the school this past year. Also we 
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are very grateful to Miss Eloise Barlow for the radio pre- 
sented the school. It is much enjoyed. Again the G. F. C. 
club refurnished the cupboard and equipment of the lunch 
room. You surely rendered the District a great service. 
We appreciate your readiness to help. 


We urge the continuance of the Four H clubs, and hope 
‘they will grow to be of service and come vigorously to the 
fore in Litchfield. Our Neighbors are National Champions. 
Maybe, we have the material of which champions are made. 

During the past year The Great Schoolmaster beckoned 
twice to our school folk, first calling Raymond Annis, a youth 
who knew what the privations of life were, yet could smile. 
Secondly calling an honest, able, and highly respected mem- 
ber of our school board, Mr. Walter A. Crowell, who served 
the District faithfully in various offices for sixteen years.
